Accordingly ſome Time after, we diſco- 
s]  _ verida Parcel of Natives, who came and po- 
=. mo ſted themſelves on an Eminence, within Can- 
For. non Shot, ſome of them drew off from the reſt 
and approach'd the Fort by the Way of the 
Downs. I cauſed our Men immediately to 
handle their Arms, and wet Blankets to be 
laid on our Huts, to prevent their being burnt 
by the Fire the Savages ſometimes ſhoot with 
their Arrows. All this Time thoſe who had 
| ſeparated them ſelves from the reſt, being three 
in Number, ſtil] drew nearer, making Signs 
for us to go to them; but Monſieur de la Sale 
had forbid me having any Commerce with them; 
however, ſince they had neither Bows nor Ar- 
rows, we made Signs to them to draw nears 1 55 
which they did without heſitating. 
We went out to meet them, Monſieur A. 
3 ranget made them ſit down, and they gave us 
co uaderſtand by Signs, that their People were 
hunting near us; being able to make no more.

This ſudden Change in the Ipdian was — 
what ſurprizing and very much perplex'd us;
